drive a vessel thro ugh fo g o r darkness, 
avo iding co llisio ns aud reefs, ackno wl­ 
edging signals and rnakiug po rt as a 
skipper wo uld in bro ad day light, sav­ 
o rs o f the o pening chapter o f a no vel 
by Jules Verne. 
Nevertheless these 
things can no w be do ne, and they are 
made po ssible by the submarine tele­ 
pho ne. 
The signal is the inventio n o f Pro ­ 
fesso r Eiisha Gray o f Chicago and Ar­ 
thur J. Mundy . It is co ntro lled by the 
Submarine Signal co mpany . Thro ugh 
the co urtesy o f the latter a representa­ 
tive o f the New Yo rk Times witnessed 
a demo nstratio n o f submarine signal­ 
ing o n a recent afterno o n at Sandy 
Ho o k. 
A specially chartered tug to o k the 
party that had been invited to see the 
demo nstratio n fro m Pier G to the San­ 
dy Ilo o k lightship, which was riding 
easily o n an o ily swell and the crew 
were idling o n deck play ing cards and 
checkers. The o nly so und that bro ke 
the stillness o f the o cean was the mel­ 
ancho ly to lling o f a bell. One tried to 
trace the so und in vain. The big bell 
o n deck was mo tio nless. One o f the 
men was asked where the so und came 
fro m. He po inted do wn iuto the sea. 
“Submarine,” said he. 
“Po ng! Po ng!” was the so und that 
came fro m the depths o f the o cean. 
The captain o f the lightship explain­ 
ed that this was the bell fro m which 
steamships fitted with the submariue 
telepho ne to o k their bearings. It was 
hung fro m the keel o f the lightship, he 
said, aud ships miles away , be the 
weather thick o r clear, co uld hear it by 
telepho ue and kno w just where they 
were. 
The telepho ne was sho wn later, but 
the bell was the first thing to be ex­ 
plained. 
Deep do wn in the sea it is 
o perated by co mpressed air. 
A wheel 
turning in the engine ro o m o f the light­ 
ship marked o ff five seco nds o f silence, 
then a no tch released eno ugh co m­ 
pressed air to drive the to ngue o f the 
submarine bell. The gho stly no te came 
o ut o f the sea twice with an interval o f 
a seco nd and a half, then there was a 
lapse o f five seco nds. 
Again the do u­ 
ble no te so unded. 
Then there was a 
lapse o f three seco nds. The co ntinued 
repetitio n o f the bell no tes with the al­ 
ternate lapses o f five and three seco nds 
co nstituted a signal which to mariners 
spelled in the submarine signal co de 
“Sandy Ho o k Light.” 
Altho ugh many ships are fitted with 
the telepho ne which receives the warn­ 
ing no te o f the submarine bell, the ves­ 
sel used in the demo nstratio n was a 
tug, in the wheelho use o f which there 
hung what lo o ked like uu o rdinary tele­ 
pho ne. • The party returned to the tug 
to see the seco nd and mo st impo rtant 
part o f the inventio n. 
On the way 
fro m the lightship to the tug the carry ­ 
ing po wer o f water was demo nstrated 
by the fact that while the air did no t , 
carry the so und o f the deep sea bell 
the melancho ly no tes came thro ugh the * 
o ars and the wo o dwo rk o f the ro w­ 
bo at. 
On bo ard the tug full speed was o r­ 
dered. 
The little craft traveled o ver a j 
mile to the west o f the lightship. When ■ 
at last It came to a full sto p abso lute ! 
silence preva iled except fo r the vo ices J 
o f the pa ssengers. The bell no tes were , 
lo st, and the lightship itself wa s a littl# 
thing in the distance. 
Acting upo n the 
suggestio n of an officia l representing 
the signal compa ny, the members o f 
the party took turns a t putting the 
telepho ne recover to their ears. 
As 
clearly , thong! not so Ion lly as befo re, 
the so no ro us bell pealed o ut o f the sea. 
The thro b o f the steamship Francesca’s 
screw was a lso heard lo ng befo re the 
vessel came tn sight o f the tug. 


The submarine teiepno ne is exactly 
like any o ther telepho ne so far as Its 
general theo ry Is co ncerned. 
It begins 
In the wheel ho use and ends In the 
bilges. 
Here, clo sely pressed against 
the shell o f the vessel, is a transmitter 
cnee full o f water, and into It is Insert­ 
ed a micro pho ne. 
This micro pho ne is 
a metal drum. The plates o f the vessel 
fo rm the diaphragm. The water trans­ 
mits the so und to this. The impo rtance 
o f being able to trace a so und In dark­ 
ness o r fo g has alway s been appreciat­ 
ed by mariners. Many a go o d ship has 
go ne to pieces thro ugh the inability o f 
the master to do it. 
The submarine 
signal settles this difficulty. 
One each side o f a vessel ha ring the 
telepho ne abo ard there is a receiver. 
A switch clo ses the po rt micro pho ne 
a nd leaves the starbo ard o pen, a s a 
ma n might listen with o ne ear shut 
and the o ther o n the alert. 
Bo th re­

Perhap s the amend­ 
m ent as y ou have now drafted It is not 
quite as bad as it was when y ou sub­ 
m itted to me in the first instance; but 
it is very , very bad.

“There seems to be one jx*int in which 
it is p ossible that the amendment is 
even worse than the original amend­ 
ment, if, os seems ligely , there is no 
p rovision for making p lants accessible 
ot all hours to the insp ectors.

me as 
an amendment 
which, no m atter how unintentionally , 
is fram ed so as to minimize the chance 
of rooting out the evil in the p acking 
business. 
Doubtless it suits the p ack­ 
ers. who object to a thoroughgoing in­ 
sp ection, much le tte r than the senate 
am endm ent, and 1 have no doubt that 
i not only the p ackers, but tlieir allies 
j in business and those st« wk growers 
j who are influenced by them, would 
¡ p refer it.

“But 1 am convinced it would in the 
• long run be a heavy blow to the hon- 
j est stock raiser and the honest p acker

p osed amendment which y ou tell me is

Done to the Bill. 
W ashington, June 16.— As a result of 
an im p ortant « -onfei-enee held at the 
W hite House a change has taken p ia< « 
in the situation which may make for a 
solution of the difficulty in between the 
house committeeon agriculture uml the 
p resident after the p resident had in 
dicated that the committee’s substitute 
for the Beveridge amendment 
was 
wholly inadequate and unsatisfactory 
to him. 
The p articip ants in the oou- 
fcrcnoe b e s i d e s the p resident were Jan. 
B. Re\ n old s. who assisted in making 
the p acking house inquiry for the p res­ 
ident; S olic itor McCabe, of the dep art­ 
m ent of agriculture, and Rep resenta­ 
tive Adams, of Wisconsin, one of the 
Rep ublican members of the committee 
on agriculture who signed the majority 
rej)ort on the meat insp ection substi­ 
tute. 
After discussing the house substitute 
thoroughly w ith Adams the p resident 
indicated just w hat he wanted w rit­ 
ten into the law. 
Adams 
said he 
would he p erfectly willing to accep t 
the suggestions made by the p resident 
and would work to that end in the 
committee.

frankly , as

(T.a’rtnnn 
W adsworth, that the substitute as p re 
p ared by the m ajority of f,'<* h >u >e 
committee was entirely unsatisfa. t.orv. 
The p rc.-ldeiii sa'.d to Ada. . Birr h * 
was not try ing for any p articular form 
of words in the p rop osed law. but lie 
w as after a substance that would be 
effectlveand adequate, and p rop osed to 
get it if that were p ossible. The am end­ 
ments the p resident 
suggested were 
satisfactory to Adams who. at the con­ 
clusion of the conference, returned to 
the Cap itol to take up the m atter with 
his colleagues.
